From all accounts the insanity of her 


kidnaper and murderer was not imbecili- 
ty. 
His story is rational: his senses arc 


.lear; his knowledge of the circumstances 
Mil-rounding; the crime nearly as well or- 
.Icrcd as in the ease of the two Chicago 
boy .slayers. The kidnaping for ransom, 
including the murder for possession of a 
car with which to throw off tiie scent, 
evidence signs of planning. It has been as- 
sumed by millions of ordinary people the 
pasf few days that this distorted but quite 
intelligent mind received its suggestion 
from the Illinois crime—and the failure of 
Illinois to mete out the ultimate punish- 
ment.

No one of course can say all this in cer- 


tainty. But faced with the awfal suppo- 
sition, it might seem, that states would 
think twice before permitting even the 
liability of such a sensational failure of 
justice with its broadcast intimation to 
exist.

THE HEIR IN RUSSIA 


Tucked down at the end of an an- 


nouncement about the abolition of Kussian 
prohibition the other day was a short 
news "rider" having nothing at all to do 
with prohibition,'and reading as follows: 


The people's commissary council has 


decided to exclude the soviet union's 
civil code clause prohibiting the inheri- t 
tance of more than 10.000 rubles 
($5.000). 
A special committee is 


drawing up a new law. 
, 


Regarded as unimportant, this brief 


announcement is nevertheless proof of an- 
other soviet experiment and failure in a 
matter nearly as A'ital as the original over- 
throw <3f private ownership under com- 
munism. 
The Russians had carried to a 


logical conclusion the precise theory of 
death tax confiscation held by certain 
American congressmen "and in a halting 
and timid way expressed by them in our 
heavy federal estate tax. 
They had put 


into ultimate effect the plan of certain 
states which think it safe and just to tax 
heirs out of most or all of their working . 
capital. 


A Russian under the soviet law could 


not inherit more than -$5.000. That was 
regarded as ample to start him out on a 
business career if he had nothing, ' and 
more than ample if he had something. 
The state received everything over that— 
theoretically—and the entire co'mmunity 
benefited, instead of one lucky individual 
who had actually done nothing to deserve 
riches except to be born to them. 


On paper, like communism itself, the 


scheme was beautiful. 
Great property- 


holding dynasties were to be broken up 
and forever prevented. 
The man of 


wealth was to toil that the entire com- 
munity might benefit at his death, instead 
of some worthless scion. 
i 


But what happened was, as,usual, not 


what the" beautiful -theory outlined. 
A" 
1" 


man of some genius has a family; he 
lives for it; he works and gains and lays 
away for its comfort and its future. Giv- 
en his own right to dispose of his for- 
tune, he may turn some of it over to civic 
and charitable projects; but it is essential 
that he be given discretion even in this. 
If the power to provide for the continuity 
of his family's happiness is withdrawn 
from him. he either loses incentive to save 
and build and keep -intact or he finds a 
way of getting his fortune into other 
hands before he dies. 


Selfishness for family may be a sin. 


and the soviet code treated it as some- 
thing to be stifled. 
But jt is a part of 


human nature, everlasting and inevitable. 
Take it away and we destroy ambition: 
destroy ambitions and we abort business, 
kill vast employment projects, rob the 
state of taxes from industry that remains 
a dream instead of becoming a reality. 
"We send wealth into wasteful consump- 
tive uses instead of encouraging its sav— 
ing in the form of capital. 


That is what early England did, when 


it was held that a man's estate at death 
reverted to the king as the original source 
of titles. Russia has learned the folly of 
its $5.000 inheritance limit, and with a 
calm acceptance of bald fact remindful 
of Lenin has cast it overboard for the sake 
of reviving industry. 


The time has come for the United States 


to face its own error as philosophically; 
for the states and federal government to 
get together and reduce inheritance rates 
to a scientific figure, restrict them entirely 
either to the federal or state jurisdiction, 
prevent double taxation, and leave-the 
heir enough to encourage the builder of a 
fortune to save for him.

THE BIG FAT RICKETY BABY 


I»ursr«. rapidly growing breast fed in'ir.ts are 


often found affected frith rickets, and very fat in- 
fants raised on substitutes for natural food are almost 
always more or less affected wit!? rickets. Rickets 
is a nutritional disease which begins in the early 
months of life bu*. becomes manifest by clinical 
examination only after the baby is six to eight 
months of age. The evidence of the beginning of 
the disease is obtained by X-ray examinations, in 
many cases three or four months before the dis- 
ease becomes clinically manifest. 
In a series of 


216 infants studied by Dr. Martha M. Eliot and her 
associates in the New Haven children's bureau, no 
less than 1S6. or practically nine out of ten. showed 
clinical signs of rickets at the age of eight months 
or thereabouts. 
In these cases the clinical dlag' 


nosis of rickets was made upon the finding of two 
or more characteristic signs, of which these are 
common ones: Enlarged rib-cartilage- junctions— 
"the rachitic rosary:" thickened wrists: large-ap 
pearlng square head, due to thickened bosses or 
prominence of the bones of the borehead: a. deep 
groove between the narrow chest and the prominent 
belly, called Harrison's groove; soft 
spots 
other 


than the normal ones (front and back fontanelles) 
in the bones of the head. These are all signs ob 
served by the physician, and not symptoms. There 
are no characteristic symptoms of 
rickets, 


disease affects all. the functions of the body 
or less. 


The present view of the experts is that rickets is 


due to a deficiency of a vitamin !n the diet of the 
nursing mother or the diet of the child, and this 
vitamin is most richly furnished in cod liver oil, 
though in less degree present in the yelk of egg, 
butter and pure fresh raw milk. 


As a routine practice for the prevention of rick- 


ets good nutrition authorities now advocate the 
giving of cod liver oil dally to infants raised on the 
bottle, beginning with a few drops daily at the age 
of three months and increasing gradually until the 
infant takes from one to two teaspoonfuls daily at 
the age of eight months. Nojthing "but plain cod 
liver oil should be used without the advice of your 
own physician, for most extracts or other prep- 
arations manufactured from cod liver oil are of 
questionable value for this purpose; there are nu- 
numerous good brands of plain cod liver oil on, the 
market.

Considerable newspaper prominence 
has 
been 


given the dictum of Dr. Edward Mellanby, of the 
medical research council of London, that the too 
liberal use of cereals in the diet is the main cause 
of rickets. Mellanby's studies, however, have on- 
ly given further support to the teaching that rick- 
ets is a nutritional disorder due to vitamin defi- 
ciency. The cereal food's are. notoriously deficient in 
vitamins. They are also notoriously fattening. 


In'rickets there is a serious fault in the utili- 


zation of calcium (lime) by the body. The vitamin 
in question seems to have something to flo with 
that. So has "exposure of the body to the ultra- 
violet rays of direct sunlight or of an arc lamp or 
a mercury-vapor quartz lamp.

Value of Feathefed Families 


to a Community Usually Is 
Under-estimated 


For economic as well as for esthe 


tic reasons an effort .should be made 
to attract and protect birds and to 
Increase their numbers, eaya the United 
States 
department of 
agriculture. 


Birds feed upon practically all insect 
pests. 
They arc voracious, able to 


move freely from place to place, and 
exert a steady influence in Keeping 
down the swelling: tide of insect life. 


H is not only possible to attract 


numerous species of birds by supply- 
Ing boxes and other nesting facilities, 
says the department, but it has been 
amply proved that the total,bird po- 
pulation on a given area can be raised 
far above normal by them and other 
methods of attraction. 
The larger 


the number of birds, of course, the 
greater the drain upon their food sup- 
ply. 
If this • food supply consists 


chiefly of injurious insects, man pro- 
fits, if of-the products of his cultiva 
tion, he suffers. All things considered, 
however, it is better to have more 
birds, for the injurlous^lndividuals or 
kinds can be controlled or suppressed 
while the useful species. If not present 
m time of need, can not be hastily 
summoned. Experience has 
shown 


that those who have Increased the 
number of birds on their property 
have had cause for satisfaction rather 
than regret. 


The average number of birds over 


the eastern Unifed States Is a little 
more than one pair to the acre, but 
it seems faitly easy to- Increase this 
number in suburban, residential, and 
parked areas to about 10 pairs to the 
acre. This has been accomplished at 


olden Gate Park, San Francisco, for 


instance, with 404 pairs to 40 acres, 
at Olney, 111.. 70 pairs, to 8 acres; and 
at Chevy Chase. Md.. 224 pairs to 23 
acres. Even higher records have been 
made, as 135 pairs to 5 acres at Wild 
Acres.

Jr.', candidate for United States sena- 
tor from, Wisconsin, speaking Satur- 
day evening in Lawrence Memorial 
chapel, launched- a vigorous attack 
on senators and representatives, who 
he said, vote not according to the 
dictates of their conscience, but 
cording to the dictates of their poli- 
tial faction. A capacity crowd heard 
the address. On occasions 
Mr. La 


Follette had to pause for a minute 
or two after some of his remarks had 
called forth a great 
round of ap- 


plause from his enthusiastic 
listen- 


ers. The speakers voice was rather 
misky when he started his talk, due 
to the extensile speech making cam- 
paign he 
has been carrying on for 


several weeks, but his voice held out 
well and even seemed to increase in 
strength and power. 


Mr. LaFolltte said that 
standing
